The corporation taxes are certain 


to bo reduced to their original 12& 
per cent basis. And the graduated 
scale of surtaxes on incomes below 
5100.000 arc also sure to experience a 
downward revision. Some tax reduc- 
tion is likely for every bracket of the 
surtaxes, though in the higher brack- 
ets the percentage of change will be 
relatively small.

TSvery time the rates have been revised 
the receipts have been materially in- 
creased. There is not the same oppo- 
sition in congress as there was to low 
latcs on big incomes because it has 
been apparent that methods of avoid- 
ance especially in the purchase of tax- 
exempt securities can be practiced and 
thus doprix'c the government out of 
needed revenue which otherwise must 
be made wp by keeping the small tax- 
payers rates high. The truth is th<? 
material reductions that have been 
made on incomes below §20,000 have 
been in large part due to the fact that 
fhe government by lower surtax rate 
has been able to count on a heavier 
revenue

Leonard's charge was that they had been 
involved in the fixing of an American 
League game with Cleveland, played in 
Detroit September 25. 1919. Judge Lan- 
dis says: "These players have not been, 
nor are they found, guilty of fixing a ball 
game.

As thev desire to rescind their with- 
drawal from baseball, the releases which 
Detroit and Cleveland clubs granted at 
their requests in the circumstances de- 
tailed above, are cancelled and these 
players' names are restored to the reserve 
lists of those clubs.''

Friedrich Nietzsche, who was the in- 
entor of the "superman", was sgo far 
rom being a superman himself in his 
jersonal relations that almost any or- 
dinary clodhopper could have shown 
lim a number of tricks. Almost any- 
body can persuade so*ne girl to marry 
lim, but not Xictzsche. He tried hard 
jut failed, and ever after he had the 
•cry human delusion that women are 
nferior. He talked like Jsapoleon and 
Caesar and Alexander rolled into one 
ind in his books the Bismarcks of 
his world are mere toys and pawns 
o Iiim. In ical life, in his own person, 
e would hardly have been noticed in 
roomful of ribbon clerks. He talked 
Tandiosely in his books of the real 
upper classes, the aristocracy of 
vealth and power, including himself 
imong them, using the pronoun "we," 
vhile living in a garret on less than a 
1,000 a year. 
Jmmanuel Kant, who dominated the 


philosophy of the world for a century 


more and who is still so much of a. 


iving force in the world of thought 
hat every thinker must know him 
ind reckon with him, was of so little 
iccount personally in his own sur- 
roundings that during his whole life 
us neighbors had not the slightest 
suspicion that he was a great man. He 
never traveled farther than 15 miles 
rom his home and led a restricted life, 
physically, that is almost inconceiv- 
able. Less than five feet tall, he would 
to day, in the parlance of the street, 


called an "insignificant little runt." 


He was an obscure, insignificant little 
professor, laughed at and made fun of 
n an cffcctionatc kind of way 
by 


those who knew him best. He was so 
regular in his habits that when he 
went for his walk at half past three in 
the afternoon, his neighbors set their 


watches by it. And that was literally 
his only recreation, lie was nothing to 
the busy life all about him and it was 
nothing to him..As a human being he 
was zero: as a thinker he Wa.s one 
hundred per cent. 


Arthur Schopenhauer, perhaps the 


greatest woman hater of the nine- 
teenth century as well as one of the 
greatest philosophers of that century, 
was no less unsocial. He hated his own 
mother with such a bitter hatred that 
during the last 24 years of her life he 
never once saw her. As a young man 
he had some adventures in love but 
they were so disastrous that ho learn- 
ed to hate women. He was so sus- 
picious of everybody that he kept his 
pipes under lock and key and he did 
not dare let a barber shave him for 
fear that his throat would be cut; he 
always kept loaded pibtols beside his 
bed though there was practically 
nothing to steal in his shabby room 
and he was living in a highly peaceful 
community. "When he.'sent his first 
book to the publisher he sent a note 
with it saying, among other 
things, 


that in his opinion the book was 
"clearly intelligible, vigorous, and not 
without beauty," that it was a book 
"which would hereafter be the source 
and occasion 
of a^ hundred other 


books." The queer part of, this is that 
it was true and that this queer, un- 
social being was one of the world's 
greatest thinkers. 


Another 
great 
thinker, Spinoza, 


never did anything 
more 
practical 


than polishing lenses. He did this fo>- 
a living but he took 
great 
pains 


never to polish one more lenjc than 
was absoluetly necessary to pay for 
his board and loom. At the end of 
eacli year he wanted to be liko Carn- 
egie, absoluetly poor, with no surplus 
and he actually cast up his accounts 
at the end of the year to sec that 
he did not earn more than was neces- 
sary. His only recreation was smok- 
ing. He was considered a nobody but 
he has influenced human thought for 
300 years. 


Almost every philosopher in 
the 


world's history had something queer 
about him. As human beings nearly 
all philosophers 
have 
been, minus 


quantities and usually their neigh- 
bora had no suspicion of their great- 
ness.

schools should be operated on funds

!und has been objected to. and with 
iustice. on the ground that the spread 
>etween the valuation of the counties 
s as wide as that between districts. 
Those who object to the county fund, 
propose a 50 per cent fund provided 


the state and 50 per cent fund pro- 


vided by the district. 


"From what source shall the state's 


contribution be taken? Three sources 
lave been suggested—a 
state-wide 


property tax; the state income, tax; a 
;ax on cigarets, cosmetics, and 
so 


forth. 


'The first has been the method of 


raising the .7 mill tax with the ex- 
ception of -Nne year during Governor 
Peck's administration when it was off- 
set by the itcome tax or other funds 
in the state treasury. 
Over 90 per 


cent of the cost of elementary and 
high school education is now provided 
by such taxes. 
This method would 


leave this still true while spreading it 
more evenly in proportion to valua- 
tion. It would not. however, provide 
the relief in farm land taxes that 
would bo provided by either of 
the 


other methods. 


TAX ON CIGARETS 


"If the second suggestion were used, 


it would be necessary for the state to 
take a larger portion of the income 
tax.. It is now divided—10 per cent to 
the state; ten per cent to the county 
and 50 per cent to the town, village, 
or city where collected. There has been 
assessed this year for collection dur- 
ing the coming winter about $12,300. 
000 in personal and corporation income 
taxes.' 
Of this, Mihvaukee-co 
pays 


over 47. per cent eight counties pay 
about 75 per cent; most of the rest pay 
a fraction of one per cent. When con- 
sidering the fairness or the wisdom of 
taking the state's share 
from 
this 


source, the question of who pays is 
usually arises. Is it the ultimate con- 
sumer and where is he located? 


Would it be fairer or wiser to obtain 


the money from a tax—such as sug- 
gested by the Farm Bureau and others 
namely, that on cigaretes, cosmetics, 
and-so forth? Iowa is raising more 
than two million dollars by means of a 
cigaret tax. 
This indicates, without 


doubt, that the money should be raised 
from this source, if it is thought ad- 
visable to do so.

•"The constitutionality of the 
law

court the power to set aside a jury 
verdict and order judgment contrary 
thereto, is questioned in a motion for 
a 
rehearing 
filed 
this 
week 
in 


Supreme Court, by E. C. Smith, at- 
torney for the defendant, in the case 
of Peter Peterson against nobert 
Kuehne. 


The special verdict of a jury which 


heard the case in municipal court be- 
fore the late Judge 'A. M. Speaccr, 
awarding the plaintiff damages aggre- 
gating $1,894.93, recently 
was 
re- 


versed by the Supreme court. 


The case involved an automobile 


accident in July. 1923. It was tried 
June 17, 1925. Before judgment was 
entered on the verdict, Judge Spencer 
died, and his successor. Judge Theo- 
dore Berg, ordered judgment on the 
verdict. , 


The case presented some unusual 


features 
in that it was claimed by 


the defense that a third party had 
taken the automobile of tho defend- 
ant, Kuehne, which was m use o£ his 
agent, Henry Ziesemer, without the 
knowledge or consent 
of Ziesemer. 


The defense also contended that this 
third person used the car for person- 
al rmsons, and that Kuehne therefore 
could not be held liable, for injuries 
lesulting to the plaintiff' under those 
circumstances. 
In filing his motion for a rehearing, 


Attorney Smith recognizes that the 
Supreme court acted within the pow- 
ers conferred upon it by statute, but 
contends that the law giving 
the 


Supreme court power to set aside a 
jury verdict is constitutional and a 
violation of Section 5 of Article 1 of 
the Constitution of the State.of "Wis- 
consin, and of Article 7 ,o£ the Unit- 
ed States constitution, both of which 
constitutional 
provisions preserves 


to every litigant the right of a trial 
by jury. 
In view of the fact that United 


States constitutional provision are in- 
volved, Attorney Smith has indicated 
he will appeal the case to the United 
States Supreme court if the Wiscon- 
sin Supreme court refuses to recon- 
sider its decision. 


The alleged injustice oC the 
laws 


involved in this case and particularly 
the special verdict law has been the 
subject of much discussion in recent 
years, and in 1923 tho 
Wisconsin 


State Federation of Labor unsuccess- 
fully attempted to have the legisla- 
ture abolish the special verdict law.

prohibition has had nothing to do with

violence. 


That, he asserted, has been predicated 
on growing disrespect for law. and 
tho only "way out is the path of duty 
and obedience to the law." 


AMENDMENT NEEDED 


' The only lawful way to change the 
constitution, he pointed out. Is by the 
adoption of another amendment in the 
nature of a Tepe.il or modification of 
the one in question. He charged those 
who seek a shorter cut to legalized 
liquor with being nullificationists. 


New Tork and Montana, in repeal- 


ing their state prohibition enforce- 
ment laws, have taken action which 
;s voided by tho express words of the 
eighteenth amendment, ho contended. 
He placed Maryland, which never en- 
acted an enforcement code, in the 
ranks of nullifieationists. 


In all such cases, ho said, the rem- 


edy lies with the federal government. 


"It is for the president," he con- 


tinued, "to report the situation to con- 
gress and to request the necessary 
appropriations and measures to en- 
able him to enforce the constitution 
and laws1 of the United States in such 
nullification or recalcitrant states." 


LASHES STATE MOVE 


Such measures would not have to 


take the form of force, but could con 
sist of a sufficiently organized federal 
police power, was his contention. 


He lashed out at the movement to 


have states repeal their enforcement 
laws ns a. campaign to induce the peo- 
ple of the country to accomplish re- 
sults, "by openly and frankly violating 
and disregarding the highest law of 
the land." 


"Constitutional government is im 


possible," he said, "if we proceed on 
the principle that only those parts 
of the constitution are to be observed 
and enforced which any given state 
or individual happens to like or ap 
prove. 
This 
is the slippery 
path 


which leads to anarchy. 
It is the 


negation of the principle of majority 
rule: it sets up that very tyranny of 
the minority which the opponents of 
prohibition assail so loudly." 


He declared the eighteenth amend 


ment by its very wording leaves no 
choice for state legislatures or con- 
gress in the matter of providing en- 
forcement laws. 


"It is itself, a positive prohibition, 


operating by its inherent force to per- 
mit absolutely the manufacture, sale 
or transportation of intoxicating liq 
uors within the United States." 


He pointed out that the supreme 


court has upheld the Volstead provi- 
sion of one half of one per cent, and 
that if there should be a substitute for 
the Volstead law, with a provision for 
higher alcoholic content, it necessari- 
ly would "be unconstitutional:
